WUBE.H, Joseph T. Knapp, of Black Hawk county, 
Iowa, was appointed a Notary Public in and for said 
County, by the Governor of Iowa, and whereas, after 
the expiration of said Commission, the said Joseph T. 
Knapp continued to act as a Notary Public from the 16th 
day of October, 1860, until the 1st day of July, 1861; 
Therefore,

Joseph ~ eM Sta,U of ItnIXI, That all officlal acts of said J 08epb. 1'. 
Kn;fcP'. acta Knapp, by him performed as a Notary Public, within 
~bUc.tarr and for the said Oounty of BIsek HawK, I11beeqnent to 

the 16th day of October, 1860, and prior to the 1st day 
of July, 1861, be and the same are hereby declared legal 
and binding in law and equity as fully as though the said 
Commission had been in full force and effect at the time 
of such ollicial acts as Notary Public.

RepealIng. with this are hereby repealed. 

SEa. 3. This Act sliaIl take effect and be in force 
Take eIrect. from and after its publication according to law~
